of the Pennsylvania Department of Highways, at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce dinner meeting Wednesday evening. The 
dinner was held in the Hotel Gettysburg dining room. 


"I believe in good roads, modern highways that will per- 


mit the motorist-visitors from other states to come to Penn- 
sylvania and visit our historic shrines, such as Gettysburg. 
I believe in good roads for all of our people," declared Mr. 


36 Governors Send 


Replies To C. Of C. 


Thirty-six governors have ac- 


knowledged invitations from the Get- 
tysburg Chamber of Commerce to 
come to Gettysburg on Memorial 
Day, Mares Sherman, president of 
the Chamber, announced at the din- 
ner meeting Wednesday evening in 
the Hotel Gettysburg.

Opposed To Super-Highways 


"I am opposed to the construction of super-highways, 


monumental highways. I want to preserve our historic 
assets and resources and make it possible of easy access by 
our motorists. 


"I am opposed to federal interference in the construction 


and maintenance of our highways. It's our money, the tax- 
payers' money of Pennsylvania, and we know how to spend 
it to get the most out of a doftar for the greatest number 
of people. 


"I want the federal government to stop levying excise 


taxes on our motorists." 


Largest Road System in U. S.

Continuing, the highway secretary 


cited Pennsylvania's position in the 
nation. 


"Pennsylvania owns and maintains 


40.600 miles of roads, the largest 
highway system in the country, ex- 
ceeding the combined total of the 
states north and east of us and two 
states south-of us. A total of 11,825 
men build and maintain those roads 
in the 67 counties. We spend be- 
tween $85.000,000 and $95,000.000 a 
•year. We spend four and one-half 
millions on snow removal. 


"We have $51,000,000 in the motor 


fund and I^acuunalterably opposed 
to the transfer of any of this money 
for any other purpose. Many want 
to get their hands on that money 
but I'll fight them every inch of the 
way," he declared.

General MacArthur has three new airfields in New Guinea 


from which to spring the aerial might spearheading the cam- 
paign to clean the Japanese out of the southwest Pacific and 
hasten the day when he can make his avowed return to the 
Philippine islands. 


MacArthur's communique today reported the capture of 


Madang town and airfield and of Cyclops and Sentani (Tami) 
airdromes near Hollandia, Dutch New Guinea, 430 miles 
northwest. 


A fourth airdrome and biggest of .them all—Hollandia air- 


drome—has converging American troops on its fringes and 
report of its capture is imminent.' 


No Serious Ground Opposition 


Conquest of Hollandia airdrome will complete the assault 


phase of the Hollandia invasion, begun last Saturday. Since 
then, MacArthur's forces have snatched at least four air 
bases from the Japanese on New Guinea—the three re- 
ported today plus Tadji airdrome at Aitape 150 miles south- 
east of Hollandia, which fell Saturday. 


And still there is no reported major ground opposition. 


Madang fell to Australia jungle veterans without a pitched 
battle, Aitape airdrome and. village were^ captured with only 
120 enemy killed and Hollandia town and the two airdromes 
invested thus far were taken with only 100 Japanese killed. 


Jap Fliers Kept Off "Balance 


The only aerial retaliation by the Japanese reported thus 


far was a one-bomber raid on the Hollandia beachhead Sun- 
day and a strike by 12 torpedo bombers at a destroyer off 
Hollandia Monday night. 
The warship escaped without 


damage. 


Allied airmen kept the enemy off-balance by destroying 20 


parked planes and shooting down three interceptors in a 
raid on Kamiri airdrome on Geelvink bay, 400 miles north- 
west of Hollandia. 


-• In northern Burma, Lt. Gen. 


Joseph W. Stilwell's Chinese troops 
appeared to have broken the back 
on Japanese resistance slowing the 
Allied drive down the Mogaung 
Valley. Southeast Asia headquarters 
announced the capture of Manpin.

Sporadic fighting continued on the

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SWEDISH PAPER 
IS STIRRED BY 
YANK REQUEST

Our Uncle Sam. having expressed 


dissatisfaction with Sweden's re- 
jection of thc Allied request to stop 
sending ball bearings — vital war 
material—to Germany, has had his 
coat-tails stepped on by the Stock- 
holm Aftonbladct, one of Sweden's 
big newspapers. 


Aftonbladet asserts mat Britain 


iiierely supported the request and 
th?.t S'-i"^ "wn<! th*> last to say 
anything." The paper then voices 
surprise that the note "came from 
a nation which among the Allies 
has done the least in the war" and 
that means us. 


Well, that's blunt language, but 


frankness can be employed between 
friendly peoples like the Swedes and 
Americans. Aftonbladet's appraisal 
invites two important, questions: 1. 
What justification is there for the 
Allied request?. 2. By what standard 
do we measure the worth of war 
contribution? 


Sweden's Problem 


First off. we can readily under- 


stand the difficulties or Sweden's 
position. Ever since the war started 
she has been sitting under Nazi- 
dom's big guns, in constant danger 
of attack. The bulk of her essen- 
tial foreign 
imports 
come from 


Germany, and for this there has 
had to be a quid pro quo. Sweden 
is indeed lucky in being able to 
maintain neutrality and independ- 
ence, 
new namy 


Having admitted this we come to town guest, 


the present Allied viewpoint. The 
Allies 
have recognized 
Sweden's 


troubles and up unMl now haven't 
made embarrassing requests. They 
conceded that she wasn't prepared 
to stand up against Hitler's mili- 
tary might without aid, and they 
couldn't give adequate help. 


Now. 
however, the picture has 


changed. The Fuehrer already, is a 
beaten man. It only remains to be 
seen how long he can hang on by 
the skin of his teeth. We are about 
to enter the crucial final stretch 
of the conflict, and most experts 
agree with our Admiral Ernest J. 
King, commander in chief of the 
United States 
Navy, that victory 


over Germany is possible this year. 


• Can Gel Allied Aid 


At long last we arc able to give 


Sweden ample aid if she is attacked 
by Germany. The same is true of 
other neutrals. On that basis the 
Allies feel that those who don't 
line up with them arc against, them 
They know that tra'cden in" her 
heart stands for the justice of the 
United Nations' cause. Therefore 
they ask her to stop rendering vita'

He 
married the daughter of Jacob Trox- 
ell, the hatter, and opposition to the 
marriage caused them to run away 
They settled in Indiana and did well 
Their daughter married Governor 
later U. S. Senator, Oliver P. Mor- 
ton. 


There have been many teachers m 


the community, good, bad a'nd in 
different, but few of them -were hk 
ed by the youngsters who had to at 
tend the schools. 


Among the teachers were Jame- 


Knauff, Robert Crooks, Oliver Me 
Lean. Derios Thomas, Pearson, Don 
nelly. Barrack, Fish, Packard, Hill 
Seabrook, Kerrigan and Frazer. A 
Mrs. Reid taught a private school 
for a time and Miss Martha Moore 
was a teacher of note for youngsters 
in the primary grades.

Public School Changes 


The first school house was at the 


intersection of the Gettysburg road 
and the alley dividing the priest's 
tot. On that now vacant point all of 
the children up to 1820 attended 
school and learneh the three ;'R's." 
A. large brick house was then erect- 
ed on the lot where St Euphemia 
school now stands. It was divided 
by a partition separating the boys 
From the girls. Here up to 1880 the 
public school for boys was conducted. 


Prior to 1860 a good house for a 


girls school was erected on the va- 
cant lot between the

cemetery and Patterson's stable. The

An 
occasional team was decorated with 
bells. These teams would travel in 
companies from a few to a dozen or 
more, for protection and help, stop-

These taverns had large wagon 


yards to accommodate these almost 
daily visitors. The teamster would 
select a spot to stand his wagon, 
take the ieeding uougn uom tiic 
rear of the wagon, fasten it. to the 
:ongue and tie his horses on either 
side to feed and rest through the 
night. There were no other accom- 
modation for the hoises regardless 
of rain, snow, wind or heat 
There 


were no blankets to cover the ani- 
mals in winter. 


Nor were the piovisions for the 


wagoner much better. 


The teamster carried his bed, un- 


folding the coveis as he took them 
from the wagon and spread the few

HARD HIT UNDER 
NEW TAX PLAN

Washington. April 2? (AP)—The 


tax simplification bill now before 
congress would do away with the 
procedure under •which husband and 
•wife could juggle their income tax 
exemption In whatever way would 
benefit them most. 


The new proposal, if enacted, 


would set the surtax exemption at 
$500 for each person. iThe normal 
tax. operating like the present vic- 
tory tax. would have a flat $500 ex- 
emption regardless of deper.cicr.ts cr 
marital status.) 


When both husband and wife have 


Income, this would leave them just 
two possibilities: 


Same Exemption 


l. Vile a joint return and take 


$1,000 total surtax exemption. 


2.- File separate returns and take 


$500 surtax exemption each. 


If a wife has no income, her hus- 


band—as always-^-could take the ex- 
emption for .both, which under the 
proposed law would total $1.000. 


At present, when both husband 


and wife have income, they can 
divide the exemption (now $1.200 
for a couple) in any way they want 
—to keep taxable income out of 
upper surtax brackets with their 
higher rates. 


Thus the husband now can take 


the whole $1,200 exemption—if. for 
example, he's making a big enough 
salary to put him into a higher 
surtax bracket, whereas his wife's 
income ma"y. even without a cent of 
exemption, stay in the first surtax 
bracket. 


Under the pending plan, the spe- 


cial exemption of the first $1,500 of 
pay from the armed services would 
be retained. So the working wife of 
a serviceman whose service pay 
was less than $1,500 could _ claim 
$1,000 exemption on her income. 


Marital Status 


The simplification Dill also would 


change "the date for determination 
of marital status for tax purposes. 
Under present law, the status is 
determined as of 'July i. 


The streamline plan would change 


that to Dec. 31, with a noteworthy 
exception: if the husyand or wife 
died during the "year, the surviving 
spouse would be considered manned 
during the entire year. 


A similar consideration is applied 


to the new definition of depend- 
ents. 
"• 
, 


Under the streamliner, a depend- 


ent is anyo~2 who receives more 
than half his support. during the 
iear from the taxpayer. So the sur 
tax exemption would be allowed 
even though the dependent wasn' 
in existence the entire year. 


Chahffe Dependents 


In other words, .1 child born an: 


time during the year—even at the 
lost minute of Dec. 3i—would carr> 
a full year's exemption. Also, if a 
child supported by the taxpayer 
died at any time during the year 
a full surtax exemption for this 
child would be allowed. 


There's a significant exception to 


all this: Under the proposed law, 
child whose earnings were more 
Than $500 would become a taxpayer 
have to take his $500 exemption 
himself, and so couldn't provide 
any exemption for a parent even if 
he depended on that parent for 
more than half his support.
